BORDER ISSUES

T he real news about C h in a’s bor­ 
der trouble w ith th e outer M ongol­ 
ians in the g reat w estern province 
of Sinkiang isn 't so m uch th a t it 
has happened, but th a t we have 
heard about it. 
It would be h ard to find anyw here 
in th e world so vast a n area (twice* 
as big as Texas) so rem ote, s a re­ 
dolent of a confusion of races and 
faiths, so hab itu ated to conquest and 
m isrule or no rule a t all. 
T he Chinese em pire had Sinkiang | 
for hundreds of years an d never got 
it under full control u n til th e great I 
general Tso T su n g -T A n g , nearly a 
century ago. subdued It in a cam paign 
w hich took years because his troop* i 
had to p la n t crops as they went 
along 
Old Racial Ties 
Even today it takes a C hinese of­ 
ficial three days by air to reach the j 
border region w here th e trouble w ith 
th e outer M ongolians is reported to 
be tak in g place. 
In S inkiang he finds a relative 
handful of C hinese officials, m er­ 
c h a n ts and settlers ruling as a small 
m inority am ong one to four m illions 
of polyglot tribesm en, (no one really 
knows how m any) m ost of whom 
have 
racial 
connections 
in outer 
M ongolia or in Soviet R ussia Itself. 
T h is m eans trouble, in ternally and 
along borders. S inkiang has seen 
m any revolts in recen t years, and 
d uring one th ree years ago Chinese 
troops chased som e K azakh tribes­ 
m en across th e line in to outer Mon-1 
golia—and they used planes, too. 
B u t it’s all so far off th a t you Just 
d on’t hear about S in k ian g unless 
th in g s get worse th a n usual or unless 
som ebody h as some “o th er reason” 
to tell you. 
No Ordinary Fight 
As h as been widely noted. R ussia's 
“o th er reason” for lettin g h er M on­ 
gol satellite get involved w ith S in ­ 
kiang would be p a rt of her reaction 
to the T ru m an foreign policy. I t’s 
quite possible, as a C hinese spokes­ 
m an says, th a t "th is is no ordinary 
frontier incident." 
M eanw hile m ilitary observers in 
N anking are rem em bering the m any 
incidents in th e past, and pointing 
gut th a t no m a tte r how serious this 
one is the C hinese are in no position 
to do any th in g ab out it. really. 
It is h ard to escape th e coinci­ 
dence of 
th e 
lifting of 
C hinese 
silence 
about S in k ian g 
w ith 
the 
growing and desperate need of th e 
C hinese governm ent for Am erican 
h elp —to bolster an econom y wrecked 
by w ar and re-w recked by civU war. 
T his is needed so badly th a t at 
least one C hinese. C heng T len-F ang 
of th e N ationalist party, tells me 
th a t C hina s currency m ust be s ta ­ 
bilized w ith A m erican help if C hina 
is to go on paying h er soldiers who 
are fighting th e C om m unists.
